Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1958. 

The  Vital  Statistics  call  for  comment.  Their  most  favourable 
feature,  and  it  is  an  important  one,  is  that  the  infant  mortality  rate 
for  the  second  year  in  succession  is  relatively  low.  Although  higher 
than  that  for  last  year  (when  it  was  the  lowest  recorded  here)  and 
although  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  it  is  below 
that  for  Durham  County.  Similarly,  the  neo-natal  mortality  rate  is 
favourable.  The  stillbirth  rate,  on  the  other  hand,  is  high  and  conse- 
quently so  is  the  peri-natal  mortality  rate.  No  particular  cause  can  be 
adduced  for  these  but  their  trend  over  the  years  should  be  observed, 
especially  as  the  relatively  small  numbers  of  still-births  and  infant 
deaths  reduce  somewhat  the  significance  of  these  rates.  It  will  be 
noted,  too,  that  the  death  rate  is  higher  this  year,  following  the  general 
trend  in  recent  years. 

With  the  notable  exception  of  poliomyelitis,  an  outbreak  of  which 
is  reported,  the  year  was  a favourable  one  in  respect  of  the  occurrence  of 
infectious  disease.  Understandably,  the  occurrence  of  poliomyelitis 
occasioned  some  apprehension  on  the  part  of  parents  of  young  children 
dwelling  in  the  vicinity  of  the  cases.  There  was  no  widespread  alarm, 
however,  and  at  no  time,  so  far  as  is  known,  did  there  arise  rumours  of 
exaggerated  numbers  of  cases  occurring.  In  general,  the  families  of 
contacts  welcomed  information  which  was  given  to  them  and  indeed, 
it  appears  that  there  is  an  increasing  appreciation  of  what  is  known 
about  the  nature  of  the  infection  and  its  probable  modes  of  spread. 
The  co-operation  of  aU  who  were  concerned,  not  least  the  families  of 
cases  and  contacts,  was  generous  and  outstanding. 

There  was  a further,  and  gratifying,  fall  in  the  numbers  of  new 
cases  of  tuberculosis.  Deaths  from  the  disease  also  fell  in  number. 
These  figures  are  now  low. 

The  improvement  in  housing  continued  during  the  year  with  the 
steady  prosecution  of  the  Council’s  programme  of  Slum  Clearance  and 
re-housing  of  the  persons  displaced.  The  numbers  of  houses  involved 
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in  the  programme  are  large  and  there  is  considerable  work  involved  at 
all  stages  but  the  resulting  improvement  is  now  to  be  seen  throughout 
the  District.  In  the  related  matter  of  sewage  treatment  and  disposal, 
the  progress  made  throughout  the  year  was  still,  unfortunately,  only 
in  the  planning  stage. 

There  has  been  maintained  that  close  co-operation  with  other 
interests  including  the  other  parts  of  the  Health  Service  which  has  been 
referred  to  in  previous  years  as  an  essential  feature  of  the  work  of  the 
Department,  and  I welcome  this  opportunity  of  mentioning  again  the 
cordial  relations  maintained  with  medical  practitioners,  both  in  general 
and  hospital  practice,  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff. 

There  was  one  change  in  the  Health  Department,  Mr.  Mulhall 
joining  it  as  Chief  Clerk. 

I wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for 
your  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year,  Mr.  Telford,  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  (whose  section  is  incorporated  in  this  report) 
and  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  great  part  in  the  work  and  the 
Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND 
VITAL  STATISTICS 

1.  Natural  and  Social  Conditions. 

Area — 8,224  acres.  The  District  consists  of  seven  wards  ; it  borders 
with  the  City  of  Durham,  the  Rural  Districts  of  Durham  and  of 
Lanchester,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Crook  and  Willington. 

Industries — Mainly  coal-mining  and  agriculture. 

Population — The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year 
population  is  20,190  an  increase  of  130  from  1957. 

Inhabited  Houses — According  to  the  Rate  Books,  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  the  district  is  64,81. 

2.  Vital  Statistics. 

Registrar  GeneraVs  Area  Comparability  Factors — These  figures  are 
a means  of  adjusting  the  rates  for  births  and  deaths  so  that  the  popula- 
tion of  the  district  is  directly  comparable  with  the  population  of 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  in  so  far  as  distribution  by  age  and  sex  is 
concerned.  The  adjusted  rates  are  those  to  be  compared  with  the  rates 
for  England  and  Wales  and  with  the  similarly  adjusted  rates  for  other 
areas. 

Births — During  the  year  there  were  registered  190  male  births  and 
211  female.  Of  this  total  of  401,  10  were  illegitimate.  There  were  23 
more  births  than  in  1957.  The  birth  rate  (adjusted)  of  19.7  is  higher 
than  the  rate  for  last  year  (18.7). 

Table  II  shows  the  Live  and  Still  Birth  Rates  in  comparison  with 
those  for  England  and  Wales,  the  Administrative  County  of  Durham. 
Table  III  shows  rates  over  the  past  ten  years. 

Deaths — 248  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  143  males 
and  105  females. 

This  was  an  increase  of  twenty  from  1957.  The  Death  Rate  (adjusted) 
of  14.6  is  changed  by  1.1  from  the  similarly  adjusted  rate  of  13.5  in  the 
previous  year.  Tables  II  and  III  show  comparisons  with  rates  for 
County  Durham  and  England  and  Wales. 

Table  IV  shows  the  individual  causes  of  death.  Diseases  of  the 
Circulatory  System  accounted  for  about  42%  and  Cancer  for  about 
12%  of  the  deaths  registered.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1957 
were  35%  and  18%. 
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Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  accounted  for  six  deaths,  five  males, 
one  female.  The  corresponding  figures  over  the  past  years  were  : —

Throughout  the  country,  over  the  past  decade,  there  has  been 
recorded  an  increase  in  such  deaths  affecting  males  especially.  While 
there  may  be  several  factors  influencing  this  increase  there  has  been 
demonstrated  a close  relationship  with  tobacco  smoking,  especially 
cigarette  smoking. 

Infant  Mortality — (Deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age). 
Ten  children  died  before  reaching  1 year  of  age  as  compared  with  nine 
last  year,  the  infant  mortality  rate  being  24.9.  This  is  the  second  lowest 
rate  of  which  there  are  records  in  this  district,  the  previous  lowest 
being  that  of  1957  when  it  was  23.8.  The  rate  for  Durham  County 
for  1958  is  25.4,  that  for  England  and  Wales  22.5. 

While  too  great  significance  should  not  be  attached  to  a single  rate 
because  of  the  comparatively  small  numbers  involved,  this  low  rate  is 
a matter  for  satisfaction,  more  especially  as  emphasising  the  general 
trend  over  the  years.

Of  the  10  children  who  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age,  7 were 
less  than  four  weeks  old,  all  being  under  one  week.  The  neo-natal 
mortality  rate  is  17.5  (in  England  and  Wales  it  is  16.2). 

The  stfll  bir±  rate  (33.7)  is  higher  than  the  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  and  Durham  County. 

The  peri-natal  mortaUty  is  held  to  be  a fairly  sensitive  indicator 
of  the  general  social  conditions  prevailing  in  the  area  to  which  it  relates, 
being  affected  by  such  factors  as  housing,  sanitary  conditions  generally, 
nutrition,  and  even  climate.  As  such  it  merits  close  and  continuing 
scrutiny.  The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  is  the  total  still  births  and  deaths 
in  the  first  week  of  life  per  thousand  total  births  and  for  the  year  under 
review  is  50.6.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Scheme  continues  to  expand,  the  number  of 
patients  on  the  books  having  increased  by  12  during  the  year.  Bookings 
for  treatment  have  to  be  made  about  seven  weeks  ahead.  Unfortunately 
this  increase  in  patients  does  not  represent  any  real  increase  to  the 
funds. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that,  as  formerly,  the  number  of  missed  appoint- 
ments is  relatively  low. 

Esh  Winning  Chiropody  Scheme. 

The  clinic  is  held  in  the  Esh  Winning  Communal  Hall  and  the 
scheme  operated  by  the  Esh  Winning  Voluntary  Committee  for  the 
Welfare  of  the  Aged.

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It  will  be  noted  that  in  this  Clinic  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  patients  on  the  books  during  the  year  of  41.  Booking  for 
appointments  is  made  7 or  8 weeks  ahead. 

Comment. 

Both  clinics  have  continued  to  operate  very  well  throughout  the 
year,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  all  those  concerned,  Chiropodist,  voluntary 
workers  and  the  old  people  themselves  who  have  continued  to  attend 
very  regularly — a matter  which  must  at  times  present  considerable 
difficulty  to  them. 

Chiropody  can  make  a great  contribution  to  the  health  and  welfare  of 
old  people,  not  least  when  it  enables  them  to  go  about  and  share  in  the 
activities  of  others.  Those  who  benefit  have  great  praise  for  the  scheme. 
It  will  be  noted  that  over  400  people  did,  in  fact,  avail  themselves  of  the 
service  during  the  year. 

Unfortunately  both  schemes  are  by  no  means  secure  financially.  The 
Brandon  one  has  benefited  from  a grant  by  the  National  Corporation 
for  the  Care  of  Old  People.  That  at  Esh  Winning  receives  grants  from 
this  Council  and  from  the  Lanchester  Rural  District  Council.  In 
addition  both  have  benefited  from  funds  very  generously  provided  from 
other  sources,  as  well  of  course,  from  the  fact  that  the  accommodation 
is  provided  free  as  were  the  equipment  and  so  much  very  valuable 
voluntary  help. 

I have  the  greatest  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  help  of  the  Office 
Bearers  of  the  Voluntary  Committees  in  supplying  the  information  on 
which  this  report  is  based  and  of  Mrs.  Allan  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  who  provided  the  figures  from  the  records  kept  at  the  clinics. 
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Section  C 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Table  VII  shows  the  numbers  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  eighteen  cases  notified  compared  with  twenty  in  the 
previous  year.  The  character  of  the  disease  continued  to  be  mild  and 
only  three  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

Whooping  Cough. 

9 cases  notified  represents  a considerable  decrease  from  the  52  in 
1957.  All  cases  occurred  in  children  under  10  years  of  age.  None  were 
admitted  to  hospital  and  no  deaths  were  assigned  to  this  cause. 

Whooping  cough  should  not  be  regarded  as  a minor  ailment.  Young 
children  and  debihtated  children  of  any  age  should  so  far  as  possible 
be  shielded  from  the  risk  of  contracting  it.  Immunising  agents  exist 
which  are  administered  by  family  doctors  and  in  the  child  welfare 
clinics. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

10  cases  of  acute  poHomyelitis  were  notified  which  together  with  four 
other  cases  occurring  in  two  neighbouring  districts  during  the  same 
period  (the  autumn  months)  constituted  a sharp  outbreak  of  the 
disease. 

Of  the  ten  cases  notified,  one  was  subsequently  found  not  to  be 
suffering  from  the  disease,  the  final  figures  submitted  being  6 cases  of 
paralytic  pohomyehtis  and  3 of  non-paralytic,  all  children. 

Of  the  six  paralytic  cases,  two  were  severe,  with  respiratory  involve- 
ment, one  of  them  dying  later  as  a result. 

From  another  of  the  paralytic  cases  and  from  one  of  the  non-paralytic 
Pohovirus  Type  I was  recovered. 

No  connection  could  be  demonstrated  with  cases  occurring  else- 
where. 

The  circumstances  of  the  outbreak  were  such  that  it  was  deemed 
advisable  to  suspend,  temporarily,  the  programme  of  vaccination 
against  pohomyehtis,  and  after  consultation,  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
Surgeon  discontinued  for  a period,  operations  for  tonsils  and  adenoids. 
It  is  worth  recording  that  none  of  the  children  affected  had  received 
any  injections  of  pohomyehtis  vaccine. 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  pohomyehtis  proceeded  during 
the  year,  the  foUowing  table  indicating  its  scope  and  the  numbers

Measles.  ' 

13  cases  were  notified,  as  against  623  last  year,  again  emphasising  the 
periodicity  of  the  epidemic  form  of  this  disease.  The  cases  were,  in  the 
main,  mild  in  character  and  no  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  disease 

Diphtheria. 

For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  there  were  no  cases  in  the  District. 
767  children  under  5 years  of  age  had  completed  a full  course  of 
immunisation  against  the  disease  by  the  end  of  the  year.  An  estimate 
of  the  number  of  children  under  5 years  old  in  the  District  is  1,824  of 
whom  approximately  297  would  be  under  8 months  old,  the  age  from 
which  immunisation  is  usually  undertaken.  The  proportion  immunised 
therefore  is  only  about  49%,  the  same  figure  as  last  year. 
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These  are  low  figures  and  it  must  be  emphasised  again  that  absence  of 
cases  of  diphtheria  here  does  not  indicate  any  lessening  of  the  need  for 
immunisation  of  children. 

In  1958  in  England  and  Wales  there  were  79  cases  with  8 deaths. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  arranges  that  propaganda  leaflets 
drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  children  to  be  protected  against 
smallpox,  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  are  sent  to  parents  by  post 
when  their  children  attain  the  age  of  three  months.  Further  propaganda 
regarding  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  despatched  when  children 
are  one  year  old  and  again  at  four  years,  nine  months.  All  such  prop- 
aganda gives  details  of  the  facilities  available  for  vaccination  and 
immunisation. 

Dysentery. 

There  were  no  cases  notified. 

Paratyphoid  Fever. 

There  were  no  cases  notified. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  is  8 compared  with  12  in  the 
previous  year.  Of  the  8 notified,  7 were  of  the  pulmonary  form  of  the 
disease  compared  with  11  in  1957.  Table  X shows  the  distribution  of 
age  groups.  There  were  3 deaths  fromthe  pulmonary  form,  compared 
with  5 such  deaths  in  the  previous  year. 

Early  in  1958,  for  the  second  occasion  in  this  district,  the  B.C.G. 
Vaccination  of  13  year  old  school  children  was  carried  out,  the  previous 
occasion  being  late  in  1956.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR. 

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  second  Annual  Report  on  the 
activities  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  department  for  the  year  1958. 

Slum  Clearance  continues  to  be  an  important  feature.  Three  areas 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  1957  were  confirmed  and  another  area 
of  57  houses  at  L5miington  Terrace,  Esh  Winning,  is  in  preparation. 
Re-housing  of  tenants  from  Clearance  Areas  has  continued  and  78 
families  have  been  rehoused  during  the  year. 

100%  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  offal  of  all  animals  slaughtered  in 
the  7 slaughterhouses  operating  in  the  district  has  been  maintained. 
A great  amount  of  work  remains  to  be  done  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  but  a survey  of  the  School  Meals  Service  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  routine  visits  made  to  all  premises  where  food  is  prepared. 
Samples  of  ice-cream  have  been  taken  from  the  5 producers  in  the 
area. 

The  public  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality 
over  the  year.  Samples  of  the  private  supplies  have  given  fairly  satis- 
factory results  with  one  exception.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  get  the 
four  householders  affected  to  carry  out  work  to  improve  this  supply. 


I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  support  given  to  me  by 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  and  officials  of  other 
Departments  and  also  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  and  co-operation 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  R.  Gordon  Drummond,  Mr.  K. 
Robertshaw,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  clerical 
staff  of  the  Health  Department.

These  suppHes  have  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity 
during  the  year. 

Twenty-nine  samples  of  water  were  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  results,  graded  in

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3.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Negotiations  are  still  proceeding  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  for  a general  improvement  scheme  to  the  Sewage 
disposal  of  the  Area.  This  covers  trunk  sewers  from  Ushaw  Moor  to  the 
Browney  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  extensions  to  these  works.  With 
the  exception  of  the  Browney  Works  all  effluent  results  are  unsatis- 
factory. 

4.  Housing. 

The  Council  have  continued  to  build  flats  to  re-house  families 
displaced  from  Slum  Clearance  houses,  with  the  exception  of  aged 
persons  who  are  re-housed  in  bungalows.

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7.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  General. 

Routine  inspections  of  food  premises  has  continued  and  advice  has 
been  given  to  the  occupiers  on  hygienic  practices.  Two  hundred  and 
one  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  where  food  was  manufactured, 
prepared,  sold  or  distributed.  Special  attention  has  been  given  to 
preparation  rooms  where  open  food  is  handled.  Twenty-eight  notices 
were  served  on  occupiers  to  conform  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regula- 
tions. During  the  year,  every  school  in  the  area  has  been  visited  to 
ascertain  the  conditions  under  which  the  School  Meals  Service  operates. 
After  consideration  of  the  Report,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will 
make  recommendations  to  the  Durham  County  Council  on  certain 
points  such  as  the  provision  of  hot  water  for  the  washing  of  children’s 
hands  and  adequate  facilities  for  the  staff  handling  these  meals. 

{b)  Meat  Inspection.

8.  Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  household,  shop  and  factory  refuse, 
the  collection,  sorting  and  baUng  of  salvaged  paper  and  cardboard  is 
carried  out  by  direct  labour.  All  household  refuse  is  cleared  every 
seven  days,  and  in  some  cases,  twice  per  week.

(b)  Premises. 

Following  my  report  to  the  Council  in  1957,  on  the  condition  of  the 
old  buildings  rented  for  the  housing  of  the  vehicles  and  the  unsatis- 
factory workshop  provided  for  the  Mechanic,  it  was  decided  to  apply 
for  a loan  to  build  proper  garages  and  workshop  for  the  public  cleansing 
department.  While  these  negotiations  were  in  progress,  two  large 
garages  formerly  occupied  by  a local  haulage  contractor  were  offered 
for  sale.  The  Council  took  immediate  action  and  by  agreement  with  the 
owner,  bought  these  buildings.  These  have  housed  the  whole  fleet 
with  proper  facilities  for  the  Mechanic,  and  a salvage  depot. 

(c)  Vehicles. 

Eight  Karrier  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicles  are  in  use,  two  12  cyd.,  and 
one  10  cyd.,  and  five  cyd.  The  three  larger  vehicles,  work  with  trailers, 
attached  for  salvage  materials.  Six  of  the  wagons  are  in  constant  use, 
and  one  is  used  for  the  collection  of  shop  and  factory  refuse  and  general 
assistance.  The  remaining  vehicle  is  kept  as  a spare  for  use  during 
maintenance  of  other  vehicles. 

One  10  cubic  yard  vehicle,  MTN  471,  was  scrapped  during  the  year 
and  a similar  capacity  collector,  271  AUP,  was  purchased.  This  new 
wagon  has  a double  cab  which  can  carry  all  the  team  employed  with 
this  vehicle.

driver/filler  and  a labourer/filler.

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Council  tips. 
During  the  year,  the  site  at  Esh  Winning  was  completed  and  all  refuse 
from  the  West  Ward  is  now  tipped  at  Ushaw  Moor.  Tipping  was  also 
completed  at  the  auxihary  tip  at  Burnigill  Farm. 

(e)  Sickness  Benefit  Scheme. 

The  total  number  of  man  hours  lost  due  to  sickness  was  2,982  and 
the  cost  involved  was  £^29.  11s.  5d. 

(/)  Salvage  Recovery. 

The  amount  of  waste  paper  collected  and  sold  during  the  year  shows 
an  increase  over  the  1957  figure.

The  Public  Cleansing  general  foreman,  also  acts  as  part-time  Rodent 
Operator  and  for  the  twice  yearly  sewer  treatments  is  assisted  by  other 
workmen  transferred  to  this  work. 

Disinfestations  at  private  dwellinghouses  are  treated  free  of  charge 
but  business  premises  are  charged  actual  labour  and  material  costs 
plus  an  administration  charge. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
instructions,  two  maintenance  treatments  to  the  sewers  were  carried 
out  during  the  year.  A total  of  533  manholes  were  pre-baited  and  poison 
takes  were  shown  in  176. 

Half  of  the  irrecoverable  expenditure  incurred  under  Part  I of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  is  paid  by  the  Ministry.
